ORDER 


(Passed on this 15 th day of March, 2005) 


This Authority passed an Order on 10 August, 2004 reducing the ceiling rates of all vessel related charges 
prescribed in the Scale of Rates of Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust (JNPT) by 10%. In this Order, this Authority, inter alia, 
extended the validity of the existing Scale ofRates other than vessel-related charges of the JNPT till 31 March, 2005 and 
directed the JNPT to file its revised proposal for general reidew of its tariff by 31 Januai)', 2005 and decided to reiiew the 
Scale of Rates suo motu in the event of non-receipt of a comprehensive tariff proposal from the JNPT by 31 January, 2005. 


2 .1 The JNPT vide its communication dated 31 January, 2005 has pleaded its inabihty to file the said proposal 
within the time frame and sought an extension of time upto 31 March, 2005 forfiling a comprehensive tariff proposal and 
requested this Authority not to initiate suo motu proceedings. 


2.2 One of the major points of contention raised by the JNPT is about the impact of recent armouncement made 
by this Authority about concession to coastal traffic and a reference made by it to the Government about utilisation of 
revenue share/royalty income receivable from the EOT Concessions granted by it. The concession to coastal traffic and the 
decision on revenue share/royalty income will have impact on the revenue of port trust and the cost appraisal of JNPT. 


3. In this backdrop, this Authority is inclined to allow the extension of time sought by the JNPT. The time Umit of 
31 March, 2005 has almost been reached, it may be realistic to allow time upto 30 April, 2005 even though the JNPT has 
sought time upto 31 March, 2005 to file its tariff proposal. 


4. In the result, and for the reasons given above, and based on a collective application of mind, this Authority 
decides to defer the suo motu review of the Scale ofRates of the JNPT till 30 April, 2005 and directs the JNPT to file its 
revised proposal for general review of its tariff by 30 April, 2005.
